Chiefs of Unions Give 
Warning They May 
Not Hold Men 


New York, Dec, 28.—[@pecial.J—The 
brotherhood chairmen on every railroad 
system in the United States were 
warned tonight officially by wire from 
this city thet failure had marked the 
final conference between the companies 
and the trainmen in an attempt to agree 
on a plan of running an eight hour 
schedule pending the settlement of the 
constitutionality of the Adamson law by 
the United States Supreme court. 
Sporadic strikes are expected by the 
railroad executives next week on some 
lines, mostly western, because of the ad- 
verse result of today’s negotiations, 
which were the last it will be possible to 
hold, beth sides say, before the statute 
takes effect next Monday. 
Strikes Up to Men. 
Tt is now up to the rank and file of 
the four great brotherhoods, 350,000 to 
400,000 in number, to say where and 
when and how many strikes, if any, 
shall take place, and how far they 
shall extend. The feeling among the 
managers was that a general strike is 
unlikely. 

The matter has passed, with the break- 
‘ing up of the conference, out of the 
hands of the brotherhood grand chiefs 
to a considerable extent. This was made 
plain by them to the railway managers. 
The men's representative said. 

“We simply put up to you railroad 
managers the demand of our rank and 
file. We do not urge a strike for non- 
compliance, but at the same time you

The railroads refused to concede that 
the Adamson law allows the men to 
calculate their wages on a mileage basis. 
They held that the new law apparently 
limits the men to a flat time rate, with 
no mileage and no overtime, The men 
insisted that the lew gives them at 
least pro rata overtime. 

The managers asked the men what was 
unsuitable in the plan of the companies 
for holding in trust for train employés 
all the extra wages accruing to them 
under the Adamson law, provided it is 
upheld. To this it was replied that the t 
men asked last March for more pay and 
have been waiting ever since, though in 
almost every other line of industry there 
have been wage increases, bonuses, or 
both, many of them voluntarily from the 


employers. 
It-was eatimated by the managers that 
it would cost the roads $5,000,000 amonth 


to comply with the trainmen's demands, 
without counting passenger tralnmen.

“Twenty miles a day on beans and 
hay in the regular army-O did not ap- 
peal to William Johson, a recruit, who 
twelve days after his enlistment de- 
serted from the barracks at Columbus, 
Oo. It was Maytime and William hark- 
ened to the call of the birds and the 
johnny jump ups. He was given a leave 
of absence to go into town, and that was 
the last they saw of Willie. 

Last night after seven months of wan- 
dering Johson entered the South Clark 
street police station and- asked for lodg- 
ing. He was shivering from the cold. 
An overalls and blouse were his only 
outer clothing. His teeth chattered as 
he stood alongside the radiator. 

On being told by the sergeant that no 
lodgers were kept at the station Johson 
walked toward the door.

It was pointed out that the 
license committee is “dripping wet 
and would be disinclined to authorize 
the revocation of any license, Fears 
were also expressed that the adminis- 
tration might not oppose the amend- 
ment, inasmuch as the mayor has re-

If the ordinance is passed the mayor 
will be relieved of the responsibility for 
revocations—a responsibility which he 
admits onerous,

Mexico is just as troublesome as it ever was. 


‘Moreover, it is likely to remain as troublesome as 


it now is. It is not Villa who is disturbing Mex- 
foo; it is Mexico. Mexico's disorder is chronic. 
Whether the United States attempts to pacify 


If our regular army was not large enough last 

une to protect the border without a hundred 
thousand militiamen, it is not large enough now. 
Zt was not enough for protection and the punish- 
ment of Villa at that time Neither is it today. 
Almost any day we may be compelled to dd 
More than watch the border. Several times the 
edministration has thought the time arrived. Some 
time it will arrive. We have not the means at 
hand of enforcing peace in Mexico. 

The Mexican job is a long job. Conquering Mex- 
ico in a war would be relatively easy and rela- 
tively quick. Our army could undoubtedly cap- 
ture the seaports and Mexico City in short time. 
It could march almost anywhere it wanted to 
march. But conditions in its rear would be worse 


than those in its front. The job of pacifying 


Mexico whenever it comes will be a long job. It 
will mean patient policing and careful reorganiza- 
tion of all Mexico. 5 

It win mean keeping soldiers in Mexico until 
industry and agriculture have been reéstablished 
and until a large number of people discover that 
n stable government is better than looting in the 
name of freedom. _ 

The United States has not the soldiers for such 
a task. Although the occasion for their use has 
been imminent for two or three years we have 


not yet prepared for the occasion. It will not do 


to kidnap the national guard again and put it 
into Mexico or even keep it on the border. That

It will teach them that they are possessed 
of benefits of citizenship, but that they assume 
at the same time the responsibilities of citizenship. 
Nationalism is something we have been trying to 
instill for years by telling inaccurate stories about 
our former military grandeur.

That is a question going to come up 
in this approaching legislature, and the 
earnest hope among folks interested in 
public and individual welfare is that 
there will be some decisive answer in 
the affirmative. 

The delegates to the congress, inci- 
dentally, divided on the question, “ Shall 
the birth of an illegitimat: child consti- 


tute the marriage of the father and 
mother?’’ Several hours were co

Judge Goodnow Has Bill. 
Judge Charles N. Goodnow is inter- 


ested enough in the question to have 
drafted a bill of answer. He had it up 
last year, but it was considered too 
late for action, so the accumulation of | 
such babies since then has been going 
along under what he terms the “ worst 
bastardy law of any state of the union.” 


Under this law, made in 1819 and last 


modified in 1872, there is a penalty of 
$100 for the first year and §50 a year 
therafter for nine years, giving a grand 
total of $550, which analyzes down into 
97 cents a week or about 14 cents a 
day, which is considerably below the 
diet squad's menu tests, without totich- 
ing items of rent, clothes, or education. 
And at the mature age of 10 the child 
is tipped out of the paternal nest and 
told to fly for itself. 


The idea of the present law was that 


the child should have this money for its 
support, but that idea has been quite question whether the city should rescind 
nullified by the power to settle for $600 the ordinance legalizing the @resence 
or less.

child.“ 


By making such fatherhood a misde- 


meanor, the man is subjected to ex- 
tradition in case he abruptly departs. 


The set sum is liquidated into what- 


ever the judge decides the financial 
ability of the defendant justifies. sub- 
ject to modification, if circumstances 
change; on a court order, similar to the 
abandonment act. ‘This would make it 
a true support law. 


The age of support is raised from 10 


to 18 years. The present ten year bond 


is canceled and a man will be 


required to give one every two years 
for the entire time. This done in 
kindness, for ten year bonds are hard 
to get, and many men, failing to secure 
them, are sent to jail, thus gaining no 
good for any one. 


The settlement situation is canceled 


liaewise. By removing the settlement 
the designing woman has no chance to 
hold up a man, paternal obligations to 
the child are sustained, and sotiety is 
saved from providing for an innocent 
little pauper. 


Other Corrective Measures.

It would give 
the child the right to its father’s name 
and make him support it in the same 
economic status in which he ts. himself
